Tho liberal govoniinunL ii. Kiigliiiul su'o 
gulling lliuuiauKoa inU> a iiioro uiioiiviublu 
poaition ovury ilay, and cuiuiut iiiiu:li 
longer liuld uut iigaiiut thu tido of public 
opinion which ia tlowiiig so strongly 
against them. The feeling that the 
affairs of the oiiipire are guiiij^ to rack and 
ruin is giiininf,' aticnytli day by duy, and 
every reporl uf Um viotunoua advance of 
Gurnian inturosts abrnucl or of aoine now 
inatiinco of l''ranco's andacity ad(!.>i to the 
nuliuiial irritulion. Murmurs iiguuiat tlie 
cabinet are growing louder and louder and 
it is said that disnflection in the liberal 
ranks is incrnasin;;. Mr (iualiuii, a prom- 
inent whig, haa rocuntly withdrawn from 
both the Reform club and tho Devon- 
shire club, and it will not bo surprisin); if 
he turns up uu thu tory benches at the 
next session. Other well known whiga 
are also making no secret of their dis- 
content. The members of the govern- 
ment who aril most out of favor with tho 
country aro Warl Derby and Lord (iran- 
villo; tho liberal papers o|ienly condemn 
their actions and sui.'!,'eat !jir Charles 
Dilke and Lord Uosebory as their suc- 
cessors. The younger members of the 
cabinet are said to be disgusted with 
the management of foreign and 
colonial atlairs, and only the 
powerful puraonal intliioiico of Mr. (ilad- 
stone prevents a ru|itnrii. The recent 
aucceas in Soudan will bri<;hten English 
hearts a little, but the nation is still play- 
ing second tlddlo to (jermany to an extent 
which is viewed with bitter feoliiiga by 
all true Englishmen. Our despatches 
yesterday announced that (Jormany has 
been making further acipuHitions in 
Africa. If it iiruve.s true that her flag 
has been raised in the interior of Sierra 
Leone, even the timid (liadatono govern- 
ment must feel compelled to dem«nd an 
explanation of an action so hostile or in- 
sulting. Tho Egyptian i|ue8tion must 
soon bo Rattled and the stability of the 
present Engiiaii govennnent may bo said 
to depend on the ciiursu pursued by tliL'ni. 
Tho Turkish proposals provide for an early 
evacuation by tlu< English except from 
the apecitied ports to bo retained by 
them. Soudan, which is costing England 
so dear, is to be given up to Turkey, who 
will also liavo tlie appnuitmoMt of a new 
pasha and in return is to send a conting- 
ent of COOO troops to Suakim and to assist 
in defraying tho expenses uf the Soudan 
expedition out of tho Egyptian treasury. 
England's financial proposals in regard to 
Egypt have been rejected by (lorniany 
who chooses rather to aide with 
Franco and it now transpires 
that tiio English governinont have agreed 
to the French proposals. In tho whole 
matter there is too great an appearance of 
submitting tamely to the dictation of the 
other powers. On every ([uestion that 
has arisen Eiiglaiul has retired from her 
position at the lirst show of opposition 
from Franco or (Jormany, and if the 
present policy is contimie'd will withdraw 
from Egypt at the end of her time of 
probation in anything but the light of 
an heroic nation. But the preaent policy 
will not probaldy bo oonliiuiud niucii 
longer. Eitlier a bolder, more aelf-aaaert- 
ing manner must l)e assumed by the gov- 
ernment in dealing with foreign affairs 
or the conservatives must return to power 
to lift up thu liriiish Hug now trailing in 
the dust. 

RAILWAY CONN liar ION FOR NEW 
WESTMINSTER. 

It ought tn ho wi'll known to all but 
our evening contemporary, the Times, 
that tho city of New Westminster got un 
act passed through the legislature hist 
seesion for tho purnose of emibling it to 
sell certain pulilie si| iiai<!s witli iheavowod 
object of raising ii suin of lauiiey to give 
as a bonus to secure railway connection 
with the C. K li., and that when Mr. 
Van Horn was here tho people of the 
Koyal city oll'ered hiiii a bonus of i?ri(),- 
000, depot groiunl.s and right of way fi.r 
said railway coiiiiecl h m. it would appear 
that at that l.iiuc Ihe Westiniri.ster folks 
thought they couhl very well doLlieirown 
busine8!>; they did not ask any assistance 
from the government, and when Mr. 
Van Hurne in writing to Mr. Sinitha said 
incidotitally that tlie cnmpaiiy proposed 
to construct a linuicli frnui tile main line 
to Now West niiiisier oil condition that the 
city would give a bonus of $7r),0(J0 and the 
right of way and depot grounds, Mr. 
Smithe could nut assume the responsi- 
bility of aeceptiug or rejecting the propo- 
sition. He wii.s aware of what had 
transpired between the people; of New 
Wuslminator and Mr. Van l:li;rne, uiiil 
if he had preauined to speak for tho 
Royal City he might very fairly have ex- 
pected to bo told that New Westminster 
could very well attend to its own inter- 
est in the matter, as indeed it hail alre.-uly 
done by taking tiie thing in hand. 
Theonly answer Air. Smillieor the govern- 
ment could properly give was that which 
was given, including the suggestion that the 
company should open communicution with 
tho mayor and council of New West- 
minster inuiiediately. This Mr. Van 
Homo for the company having ])roinisod 
to do the govoriiiiieiil very naturally ex- 
pected tlie proiinae ivmild be fultilled and 
the matter arranged . Our contemporary 
aaks "at what priji-Mse lime the goverii- 
mont found out that llu'y liave snmething 
to do witli Now West nuiislur/ ' In so far 
as the ((Uestioii allectH the mat tor at is- 
sue, the answer i,-, simple enough. .Just 
as soon as New Weatminater, through its 
mayor and council, represented that not 
only had no arrangement been made with 
tho company fur railway connection, and 
that no conuniiiiicaliuu had been received 
from Mr. Van l.loriio upon tho subject, 
but that they feared thej' would bo un- 
able to make any arrangement if left to 
themselves, and that they desired the as- 
sistance of the government in the matter, 
rocoguiaing tho force of the xepresenta- 
tiona made that the city niiiihtfail tc raise 
the reijuiaito aniDunt of bonus, and reali/.- 
ing the juatice of the claim preferred for 
aid at tho hands of the government to 
Bouure that which they very properly re- 
gard as 80 vital to them, tho ministry 
readily promised to make an effort on 
their behalf. Does the Times object to 
tho claims of New Weatminater being con 
siderodf Surely nut. A pa|ier which ad- 
vucatcs tho consideration of the bogus 
claims of a few well to-do speculators 
alias "poor squatters" can never offer a 
anggostion that the legitimate claims of 
an important community should bo en- 
tirely ignored.

Funk, 
when (piostiouod, said ho was only e.\peri- 
muuting. The matter is still a mystery. 

The box found among tho stideii hooks 
was a foot long and six inches deoj). In- 
side of it was a lot of sawdiir,', packed 
about a revolver. The sawduat was iiatu- 
rated with glycerine. A little crank 
made of thick wire waa attached to the 
outside of the box. Still another box 



about twice tho size of tho one described 
was filled with a dozen packages of dyna- 
mite. Funk has been knowu aa J . 0.

keroaeiie and kindlings had been used to 
starlit. I'olieeinaii Kriimer testilied to 
arrest 111...; .Mclluiie aliout Inilf an hour 
later near the corner ot Front and Madi- 
son. I'olicomaii Smith testilied lo having 
assisted Kramer to take the prisoner lo 
jail, and to discovi-riiig llial his liaiids 
rtero ;,atii rated with coal nd. I'olieoniaii 
I'litpam and ollieis testllioil lo having 
sia'ii the prisoner se.irolual; llial, a bottle 
nearly olio fourl 11 full i.f kerosene was in 
one pockid ; that his heels v/ure iinitlled 
with rags bound on with haniikorcliiels, 
.Tiid that in several poekota were found 
kindling w(.od ami inalehes. 

The only lesiiiinuiy for the defeii.so was 
a love story tobl by the prisemu'. When 
put on tile stand he was i| iiestioiied as to 
what he was doing with the coal oil and 
kindlings in his pocket and why he had 
hiK feet done lip in i^loths. He said ho 
had llio ml to rub on hia leg for rhonnia- 
tisiii, .Old the kiiidliiigs wer<i for lighting 
a lire ..ul on ilio inaeadain i/ed road where 
he i iiiiipod. The cloths were tied around 
liis feel to brace up his aiikle.s. His au- 
dacity and litter rncklesstic.is as to what 
ho aaiil wore most aalonishiiig and aomiv 
times nmiisiiig. Tho jury were only out 
a few minutes when they returned a ver- 
dict of "alteiopt to coiiiiiiil. arson." This 
will make iMclJuiro's puiiishiiienl only 
half what it Would have been if fimiid 
guilty of ar.sun, but as there are two in- 
dicfmonls against him, and he is likely to 
receive about .seven and H half years on 
tiaeli, It IS hardly probable that he will ba 
burning .my iiioro city front property 
an. und here for some time.

What the dredqe brings up. 



Plunir Slraiice Tbliiss Vouiid on tbe 
_ Bottom orsSiyrJSorlt. Bay. "

Sometimes it is a dilTcreiit tiling from 
mudtliat tho dredgo brin;^s up from 
the bo'tom of the buy. Usually it is 
mud, however — niud and gravol, bit.s of 
rock, and long strings of slime. It i^ 
dean mud, howevor, and tlm dredger 
thinks nothing of plun ging feet fore- 
most into it in searcli of anything bright 
that glitti'i\s for a iiioiufiit in tlio sun 
JUS tho jaws of tho scoop aro jerked open 
al)ovo the ticow. C'losu tothodoeka tho 
mud is not so rleau, but tho chauci's of 
llndingsointthiiiL^ valnnhlB nm mni.'li 
greater tliat tliu dLtroronco is not tftkuii 
into priictlunl consideration. Sometimes 
it is a silver dollar tliat glitters in tho 
Buu and tiiuLs a resting |)luct) in tho .scow; 
onco ill a raro wliile a wateli, mady use- 
less by long wmtuet with salt water, 
conies to excite in the dredger the blis- 
tering; rogivt that it cannot bo sold or 
pawned, and quite freqiiontlr knivoa of 
strange shape and rusted out of all sent- 
blanee to eilged stoel join forces with bits 
of broken glnas, to cut the foot of tho 
dredger who trends unwarily along tho 
bottom of tho scow. Twice tho harbor 
dredges liuve linmglit up, witliin tho 
jiiist year, a briglit-bhided kiiifo, show- 
mg along its point and edge a corroded 
stain, as though blood hiul stuck tlioro. 
Unco the sliarj) jaws of tho scoo,» cut oil' 
both feet i>( a drowned uiau, utid the 
tide carried tho body beyond tho reauh 
of grappling hooks. A human Imiul, 
with one of I iiu lingers hniisuil as though ii 
ring had l)reii torn IVdiii it by great 
foU'O, fell out of the scoop sevtjral 
month.s ago. Tho dre'dgers thought that 
tho man l"r>iiii whoso arm the hand had 
been torn had been led down to ii dock 
while iutuxicnted, and robbed jiud 
thrown ovorhoani l)y llio nienihors of a 
"gang." It is a eoiiinioii praetice, but 
tho dredge rarely distiirli.-i the liody. 

All iiiinii'iise (Ir.iLT net streteln il across 
tho Narrows would catch a iiiultitndo of 
Htraiige and efieu.s things. It 

would bo II .sloreliDiise ten time nioro 
ghiistly than a UKirgnc. Tliei'e is a trii- 
ditiou that years ago a munlerer wa.s 
convicted by a lilued-staiiicd knife 
brought up in a dn-dge. The naiiics 
and dates are lacking. .Anotlior trudi- 
lion says that a dredtccr oneii beouglit 
up his own runaway daiigliter from 
tho bott(jiii of the river. A glia.slly 
brui.so on her temple told tlie story of 
her death. The thvdger beat his brains 
out against the barred door of an iiu-;aue 
asylum two years later, lie liad lived 
sanolong enough to murder the inau 
iJiat ran off with his daughter, and li 
merciful court scut him to an a.syliim 
for the itisaiie. A third hlood-cnrtlliiig 
tnidition is to the etTect that a dreilger 
uur,;ed a giudge against another 
dredger for many years, liopiiig for ven- 

feauoo. At length when the enemy got 
etween the jaws of tho scoop to fnston 
a loose rivet, the jaws closed on him, 
and ho was swung out over the water. 
Then tbe dredge went out slowly, and 
the last tiling tliat tlie dredger saw of 
earth was the face of his murderer 
grinning triumphantly over the edge 
of the scow. These tratlitions have no 
facts to make thcra real, but tlio dredg- 
ers be ieve in them. An old Spanish 
proverb says: "l''or the oharacter of 
the neoiile look in tho bottom of tho 
canal." Kew York would not find 
much of a character in the l)cd of the 
East river, or in tho slip adjoining tho 
mouth of the sewers. When tho water 
closes over tlio unlawful deeds done in 
the darkness or the night, only tho 
dredge can bring it back to life. How 
many bodies weightcKl with lead lie in 
tho mud beneath six fathoms of water, 
how many bodies llotit out to sea, 
no man can know. How greatly tbe 
ntunber of discoverod dead eKcooas the 
number of unknown dead reported by 
tho police can never bo estimated. 

Other than ghastly things, however, 
come up^m tho dredge. Down tho bay, 
a few days ago, a big crab was found in 
a copper kettle, and an col was found 
conhned in along-uccked bottle, much 
too small for him. While still young bo 
had made the bottle his homo, and nad 
grown so ra|)idly that ho could not get 
out. A lizard crawled out of a rusted 
mnskot last sunmicr in Burling-slip. and 
a big "bullhead" was found in a rat 
trap. A three-foot shark camo up on 
tho end of a Hsliiiig line, and two sting- 
rays Vfere found dead in a crabber's dip- 
net. Hammers, hatchels, saws, adi;e.s, 
pieces of ship's sieves, jiots, kettles, ta- 
ble dishes, anri various articles of ship's 
outfittings seem to .strew the bottom of 
the river. Few of thorn are of use. 
Only the new ones pay tho drc.'dgor for 
his trouble for tishijig tliem out of the 
mud in the scow. Those that aro of no 
value help fill up the channel again 
when tlit^ .senw is dnnining. i^muo tiino 
in tho future they will bo drcdgud lip 
again, in order that tho channel miiy bo 
kept clear.
